sioners in New York 



WOODMEN PLAN ACCEPTED 



Revaluation of Insurance Semi-Annually 
Proposed as Basis for Safe and -Con- 
servative Rates for Assessment 
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In the August issue of the Modern 
Woodmen society's official organ a full 
page article appears, reporting the re- 
suits of the conference held in New 
York city on June 14-17, between the 
state insurance commissioners and rep- 
resentatives of practically all the lead- 
ing fraternal beneficiary associations 
doing business in the United States. 

The Modern Woodmen of America 
was represented at this conference by 
General Attorney B. D. Smith and J. 
F. Egan of Rock Island. The purpose 
of/ the conference, which was invited by 
the state insurance commissioners, was 
to reach a basis of agreement, if pos- 
sible, on a bill framed by the commis- 
sioners for the government and control 
of all fraterrial beneficiary associations. 
This bill is to'be introduced for passage 
into all the state legislatures as they 
convene during the coming year, sup- 
ported by various state insurance de- 
partments'. 

The bill prepared by the committee 
of insurance commissioners, as submit- 
ted to the conference for consideration, 
proved that the rates of nssessmept of 
all • societies should be graded by law, 
arbitrarily, to the National Fraternal 
Congress table of mortality— meaning 
for instance, the Modern Woodman 
society would be forced, if this bill was 
enacted into law in any state in which 
it is doing business, to increase the 
rates on .its members nearly forty per 
cent on the average. 

Further, the proposal of the commis- 
sioners, if adopted, meant that the 
hitherto unquestioned right of the mem- 
bers of all fraternal associations to leg- 
islate for themselves through their su- 
preme governing bodies, and to fix the 
terms and conditions of their policies, 
would in a most vital particular be taken 
from them; that the stnto thereafter 
would exercise an authority that here 
toforo had been exercised exclusively 
by the members. 

The representatives of the Modern 
Woodmen society proposed an amend- 
ment to the commissioners bill; strik- 
ing therefrom all provision requiring 
the collection of rates graded to the 
National Fraternal congress table of 
mortality, und substituting therefore 
provisions requiring annual or biennial 
valuation of all insurance on the books, 
coupled with requirements for the most 
complete publicity of the findings of 
such:valuatidns. • 

It may be explained that a valuation 
in life insurance simply meanB that each 
society shall be required, as the old line 
companies are now compelled, to "take 
stock", each year. ^.^ „ , 

The substitute proposed by the Mod- 
ern Woodmen Bociety, supported by all 
of the fraternal representatives present 
was finally agreed to by the insurance 
commissioners. A -committee of the 
insurance commissioners headed by 
Chairman Rean E. Folk, insurance com- 
missioner for Tennessee, has under way 
the redrafting of the bill and will incor- 
porate therein, in lieu of the arbitrary 
rate provisions first proposed, the val- 
uation provisions put forward by the 
Modern Woodmen society. The pro- 
virions as finally agreed upon are sub- 
stantially as follows: 

First That each society shall an- 
nually make a valuation of all its cer- 
tificates in force on December 31 of 
each year, such valuation to be certified 
by the president and secretary of each 
society and a competent actuary, and 
report thereof to be filed with the in- 
surance department 

Second. That a report of such val- 
uations, and an explanation of the facts 
concerning conditions of the society 
thereby disclosed, shall be printed and 
mailed to each beneficiary member of 
the society each year, within ninety 
days after such valuation report has 
been filed with the superintendent of 
insurance. 

Third. That beginning January ,1, 
1918, 'societies- which by valuation are 
shown tothave, deficiencies of their 
rates, shall be required to effect tn- 
endially thereafter a reduction of 5 per 
cent in any Buch total deficiency Bhown 
to exist ' " 

Fourth. That the standard of valua- 
tion, the measure for taking stock, Bhall 
be the National Fraternal Congress 
table of mortality, the lowest mortality 
table extant, with interest at three per 
cent per annum. 

• . Fifth. That nothing contained in the 
bill shall bo construed as, imparlng the 
right of the society to establish and 
maintain such rates of assessments or 
contributions enable the society to make 
a showing of ability to meet its obliga- 
tions as they will mature in the future. 
These aro the vital provisions of the 
bill as agreed upon. 



SHIELDS HER ACCOMPLICE 

Young Woman Accused of Theft Denied 
• Having aid Prom; Any One 

In connection with the binding to the 
grand jury in $500 bonds of Josephine 
Showsgurd, the girl charged with steal- 
ing dresses, etc., from the Alschuler 
wrapper factory, in Waukegan it devel- 
ops that, while the state has not yet 
made complaint that she had an accom- 
plice, such is said to be the case. 

According to employees of the factory 
for some time past, during the period 
the thefts are reported to have pro- 
gressed, many times when the young 
woman arrived at her place in the 
morning, she was accompanied by a 
younger girl who, about 10 or 15 minutes 
later, would leave the factory. No- 
thing was thought of it for the time 
but, now that the arrest was made, the 
circumstance of the younger girl having 
gone to the factory is being considered 
important 

While the Showsgurd girl admitted to 
the police that she had taken goods from 
the place, she did not mention the fact 
that anybody acted as an aide in carry- 
ing on her scheme. The belief thus is 
that she had been trying to Bhield 
her accomplice, if such there was, and 
that she intended remaining silent on 
this feature of the case. 

It started that the factory owners 
have lately missed hot only the dresses 
and wrappers but also a considerable 
quantity of laces and other adornments 
for gowns. 

The statement of employees at the 
factory is that, now that the affair has 
come out, they recall that the young 
woman who accompained the older em- 
ployee to the plant mornings, when she 
appeared to have grown considerable 
larger (roundabout) and they believe 
that, while visiting for the first few 
minutes of work mornings, she was 
handed articles by the employee, that 
she stuffed them under her dress and in 
this way, made off without being de- 
tected. 

While the police have not tried , to 
make the Showsgurd girl confess that 
she had an accomplice, it is said to be 
their firm belief, that one worked with 
her.

THE NEW PRIMARY LAW 

} 

Outline of Main Provisions of Law as it 
Cffecls Candidates for Legislature 

The primary election law governing 
the primary election on September 15, 
provides as follows, for casting the vote 
for members of the legislature: 

The votes for the nomination of can- 
didates for Representative in the gen- 
eral assembly shall be canvassed in the 
following manner: 

When a cross is placed in the squares 
preceding the names of three (3) can- 
didates and the ballot for Representa- 
tive in the general assembly is not other- 
wise marked it shall be counted as one 
vote for eacli candidate. 

When a cross is placed in the squares 
preceding the names of two candidates 
and the ballot for representative in the 
general assembly is not otherwise 
marked, it shall be counted as one and 
one half (1 J) votes for each of such can- 
didates, r 

When a cross is placed in the square 
preceding the name of one candidate 
and the ballot for representative in 
the general assembly is not otherwise, 
marked, it shall be counted as fhree (3) 
votes for such candidate. 

When the ballot has been so marked 
as to indicate the intention to cast more 
than -three votes for the nomination of 
candidates for representatives in the 
general assembly, such ballot 
shall not be counted for any such candi- 
dates. 

Voters in order to comply with the law 
will make a cross. mark in the Bquare 
before the name of the man or men he 
wants as a candidate or candidates for 
the legisla ture. __

ELECTRIC CAR 

There was a bad automobile accident 
at Highwood Saturday night which re- 
sulted in seriously injuring Mrs. L. A. 
Pease who was riding with her husband 
in their Rambler run-about. 

They were struck full in the side by 
the car duo at Highwood at 7:04. Mr. 
Pease did not realize his danger until 
the car was square upon them and grab- 
bing his wife ho tried to jump to'safety. 

Ho managed to get out right but his 
wife was carried on nearly thirty feet 
with the car. She was quite badly 
injured and:is now confined to her home. 

The car was completely smashed and 
is a total wreck. 

It seems a mjracle that both were not 
killed outright as the car was going at 
a good speed and struck them full on 
the side aB they started to croBs. 



Forceful warning is given to the many 
person's who have been using seines 
in the O'Plaine river for fishing purpose 
that they must' desist forthwith, for a 
jury before Justice Scriver at Gurnee 
on Tuesday found the four Waukegan 
foreigners guilty of violating the state 
game-fish law when, on Sunday they 
fished with* a Beire the testimony of 
State's Attorney Dady being to the 
effect that he had seen the men using 
two olJ lace curtains for seining 
purposes. 

They were each fined $25 and CosCs 
and it cost each man $38 for his fishing 
trip Sunday. The four were sent to 
jail until they should make arrange- 
ment for fine money but later in the 
day Tuesday, Valentine Petranick, was 
released on promise -to pay, the state 
being lenient because he appeared 
before Assistant State's Attorney, Run- 
yard with his attorney, E. V. Orvis, 
and explained that his home had burned 
down on the South Side during the day 
and his family needed his attention. 
The attorney was willing to trust him 
and he'got out. The' other married man 
was released Tuesday night on promise 
to pay. The others promised to pay 
the fines. 

The conviction of the men should 
serve as a warning to the others who 
have been fishing with seines" in the 
O'Plaine river, said State's Atrorney 
Dady, continuing with, "There has 
been much of it lately and it has got to 
stop. The river contains pickerel, 
bass, bull-heads, etc., and men have 
lately been going out from here and 
using the seines to catch the fish, which 
is contrary to the law. I mean to keep 
after everybody who follows this prac- 
tice and it shows the jurymen of the 
county are ready to back me up and 
fine heavily all violators." 

The men protested their innocence 
through E. V. Ocvis and he states 
he will appeal the case. The State's 
Attorney who happened to be at his 
home in Gurnee saw the men at the 
river bank and, going over to them 
found they were in the water, that two 
oldiace'curtains attached to sticks, laid 
on the bank. He did not claim he saw 
them using the seines but the jury felt 
they had them there for a purpose. The 
defense was that they had found the 
nets in the water after they had gone 
swimming, that they had evidently been 
left there by somebody else. 

Later all the men paid their \ fines 
and were thus set at liberty and dropped 
the plan to appeal.

The Cleveland syndicate of traction 
interests, owners of the Aurora, Elgin 
and Chicago system, has decided upon 
the construction of a million dollar elec- 
tric belt line, skirting Chicago from 
Gary, Ind., to the lake region of north- 
ern Illinois, and already has a corps of 
engineers at work on preliminary sur- 
veys. 

The project, which is declared to be 
one of the largest electric line projects 
ever undertaken in the United States, 
includes plan for passenger and freight 
service. It is proposed eventually to 
construct a line from the lake regions 
to Lake Michigan and complete the pro- 
ject. 

Construction of the road and the pre- 
liminary work is not to be done under 
the direction or name of the Aurora, 
Elgin and Chicago railroad. A distinct 
construction company, the owner of 
which will be the Cleveland syndicate, 
of which L. Wolf, president of the 
Aurora, Elgin and Chicago company is 
the head. 

Wheaton is to be the center of the 
belt line. Joliet is to be the south ter- 
minus for the present A line now be- 
ing built > between Joliet and Gary is to 
be the connecting link with Lake Mich- 
igan. The northern terminus is not 
definitely known but it is said that for 
the present it will be Lake Zurich, later 
Lake Geneva and finally some point on 
the north shore, possibly Waukegan. 

From Wheaton to the lake region the 
line is proposed to run through Bartlett, 
Schaumburg, Barrington and Lake 
Zurich. The proposed route is more 
than eight miles east of Elgin, although 
it is proposed to construct, eventually, 
a spur belt line into Elgin thereby giving 
the outlaying factories of the city 
freight facilities and'eonverting a vast 
area of property adjacent to Elgin into 
valuable factory sites. 

The construction of the belt line will 
bring about the long cherished hope of 
the Elgin-Commercial Club factories of 
the city freight facilities for hauling 
freight into outlying districts where 
industries might be located.— Elgin 
News.

LAKE BLUFF OFFICER SHOT 

Recieved Wound While attempting to 
Serve a Writ of Dispossession 

Attempting to serve papers to dis- 
possess Michael Mines of Lake BlufT of 
his home, it is said, Marshal Waino 
Peterson of Lake Bluff, who is also a 
contable, was shot in the leg and ankle 
by Mines as he "entered the dwelling, 
Monday. 

Two deputies were with Peterson and 
they carried the wounded and bleeding 
man to Lake Forest, where he is said 
not to be in a critical condition or 
fatally wounded, 

It seems that Mines feared the advent 
of the constable and his aides. He had 
sold his place some time, and the owner 
wanted possession. 

Word was sent to Waukegan at once 
to the sheriffs ofiice and Deputy Sher- 
iff Berry and Assistant Chief of Police 
Tyrell at once speeded to Lake Bluff in 
an automobile to make the capture. 
They are now beseiging the Mines 
houses and will with certainty take him 
prisoner 

A later report is to the effect that 
Mines fled the dewelling at once and is 
travaling south to get out of the way 
of the officers. 

The Mines family is famous locally, 
Peterson is married and is known as a 
good officer. 

At Alice Home, where Peterson was 
taken, it is stated that he is not in an 
even serious condition and will recover. 

The papers that he sought to serve on 
Mines was a writ of dispossession and 
Mines shot him as he came inside the 
house to take possession, it is reported. 



Warren . A. Harrison, a ' Highland • 
Park contractor who haB had trouble 
with labor unions, is building a house in 
that suburb under guard of his own 
rifle and the revolvers of his father and 
an employe. Threats having been made 
by representatives of the unions that 
the work never would be completed, 
armed guards are. on watch every night 
to prevent.its destruction. 

The house, a $10,000 structure, is be- 
ing-built for F. D. Everett, a retired 
shoe merchant, at Linden, Park and 
Elm streets, in Highland Park. Mr. 
Everett is president of the Lake S. Si 
Association and is well known along the 
North Shore. The threats, Mr. Harri- 
son says, were made by a man repre- 
senting himself to be a walking dele- 
gate for the Painters' union. 

W. L. Harrison, father of , the con- 
tractor, who is working on the building 
as a carpenter, ejected a m,an who said 
he was a union lather, and who forced 
his way into the place. The father re- 
turned with five confederates, but did 
not re-enter when denied admittance. 

•'I have a contract to, build this house 
and am going to do so and no threats 
will deter me," said Harrison. "One 
of my carpenters, Herman Ahrnesi and 
myself guard the house at night and we 
are ready to protect our property. I 
am armed with a Winchester rifle and 
have three times fired at prowlers 
around the premises. Mr. Ahrnes. has 
a 38-caliber revolver and is ready to do 
his share in defending the property. 

"I employ non-union carpenters" Mr. 
Harrison continued. "The trouble be- 
gan a short time ago when we employed 
a local painter. A man who I have 
been informed goes under the name of 
'Clifford', and is a painters' union dele- 
gate, and a former lieutenant of Martin 
B. (Skinny) Maddrfn, objected to the 
owner, Mr. Everett, and told him that 
the local painter was not competent. 

"Clifford met me one day and said: 
'Harrison, we'll see you in the infernal 
regions before you finish that building. 
You and the owner will tip your hat to 
me before that work is over.' " 

Harrison's father repeated the story 
told by his son of the latter's defense of 
the house. * 

Mr. Everett admitted that threats 
had been made that the house would not 
be finished under the present contract, 
but added he had no fear of violence.

In suburban Phila- 
delphia this thought Is frequently 
made distinctive In the building of 
garden retreats, tearooms, pergolas 
and various sorts of garden archi- 
tecture. But there seems to bo a 
special fad at present for displaying 
unique features in tho construction of 
windmills. 

The old world form of supplying wa- 
ter for household convenience still 
forms a picturesque feature in many 
suburban sections. But It was only re- 
cently that the thatched windmills 
were Introduced, one of the finest 
types having been constructed on tho 
Herlng estato In Ablngton. Other 
millionaire country seats of this sec- 
tion and also those of Jenklntown and 
Wyncote, have of late shown some 
rather startling and decidedly pleasing 
Ideas In windmill construction; but it 
has remained for the Hering country 
seat to v set forth the unique In pic- 
turesque windmill construction.

.most quaint of old world types, the en- 
tire mill, which la divided Into sev- 
eral spacious rooms in Its three-story 
structure, Is neatly and compactly 
thatched on all sides. 

When Walter Herlng conceived tho 
Idea of Introducing this unusual typo 
of windmill on his beautiful Ablngton 
estato he little thought of the difficul- 
ties in his way. It Is not surprising 
that It stands alone In. Its plcturesquo 
beauty, for few would have the pa- 
tience to oversee Its tedious construc- 
tion. Finally, at great expense, after 
other plans had failed, a genuine old 
Scotchmnn was Imported especially 
for this work. The expense of getting 
him to the Ablngton country seat, and 
of boarding him, and humoring him 
throughout all the tedlouB process of 
the work, 1b now amply repaid In tho 
possession of the only particularly 
beautiful thatching of this type to 
be found In this country.

9, passing beneath great arches and 
before a reviewing stand four^blocks 
long, crowded with tho leading offi- 
cials of the order and the wives and 
families of tho sir knights. Forty-two 
brqBs bands, made music for •; tho 
marchers,, and all along the route they 
were cheered, by tho thousands jbf 
peoplo who had assembled towItheBS 
the spectacle. , /,' 

This magnificent parado-.was the 
climax, in a spectacular way, of the 
thirty-first triennial conclave of 
Knights Templar, which opened here 
<in Sunday, Aug. 7. In accordance 
with tho time honored custom of the 
grand encnmpment, the doings of the 
week began with divine service. 
Begin With Divine Service. 

The sir knights selected Orchestra 
hall for this purpose and entirely filled 
tho body of that hall to, listen to a 



length, and this needed no decora* 
tions, for It was filled to its capacity 
mainly with Indies whose beautiful 
summer costumes made It like a vast 
garden.

On Monday ovenlng all. the - local 
and visiting commanderles kept open 
house at their respective headquar- 
ters, and many of tho visitors found 
. their way to tho various amusement 
pai.Vs and the theaters. 

Parade of The KnlghtB. 

Tho "grand parade"- of Tuesday was 
tho largest parade of Knights Templar 
ever held. Tho preparations were 
elaborato and Michigan boulevard was 
roost elaboratoly decorated. The sir 
knights formed In line of maich. on 
tho boulovard south, ' of Thirty-first 
street, and signal to' move was given 
by tho guns of Battery B, I. N. G., the 
detachment for tho purposo being 
compoaod of Knights Tomplnr all of 
whom aro mombors of the- battery. 
Tho Bamo detachment fired the salute 
to the grand master. 

Marching northward In Michigan 
boulovardi tho parado pasBod, near 
Hubbard court, boneath an entrance 
arch built in the form of an ancient 
battloment with its towers and tur- 
rets. This wub Intended to represent 
the entrance to tho city, and as the 
column passed under it, buglers sta- 
tlonod on its heights heralded thcap- 
proach of each grand division. 

Next the knights came abreast o! 
(ho first grand stand, ope-half mllo in

Entrancing Scenes at Night. 

The scene in the streets at night 
was especially beautiful, for all the 
arches, festoons and columns of the 
decorative schemo were brilliantly il- 
luminated,! and on State street, in ad- 
dition to the "Templar Way," the mer- 
chants had put up decorations that 
transformed tho great shopping dis- 
trict into a veritable fairy land.

It 
was 150 feet high and Its 6,000 power- 
ful electric lights of varied colors 
brilliantly illuminated all that part of 
the city. 

To provide added amusement for tho 
visitors, a big aeroplane meeting was 
started on Monday under tho auspices 
of tho Aero Club of Illinois, and tho 
Illinois Athletic club's Marathon swim- 
ming race in tho Chicago river was 
sot for Aug. 13, tho closing day of tho 
conclave. 

Much, of tho success of the conclave 
must bo attributed to tho efforts of 
John D. Cloveland, grand commander 
of Illinois and president of tho tri- 
ennial executivo ^committee. Arthur 
MacArthur of Troy, N. Y., is tho very 
eminent grand goneralissimo of the 
grand encampment and W. Frank 
Pierce of San Francisco tho grand 
captain general. 

Among thp most noted of the visit- 
ing masona from other lands are: Tho 
Right Hon. tho Earl of Euston, pro 
grand master of the great priory of 
England iind Wales'; tho Lord Athlum- 
noy, past great constable; Thomas 
Prnsor, great marshal; It.

Senator Gore. 

Murray contracts with tho Choctaw 
and Chickasaw Indians, involving the 
sale of tribal property that contained 
rich mineral deposits.

C. N. Haskell of Oklahoma. 

Congressman C. E. Creager of Okla- 
homa, on cfosB-examlnatlon previously 
had told further details of his - experi- 
ences in Washington, In connection 
with tho attempted $30,000,000 In- 
dian land deal. Congressman Creager 
again testified concerning his mooting 
with Hamon, charged by Senator Goro 
with being promotor for J. F. McMur- 
ray, who held contracts fori tho sale 
of the land oh a ten per cent, basis. 

Utlca, N. Y.— Vice-President James 
S. Sherman nailed as false tho Implied 
charge made by United States »Sena- 
j tor Goro before tho congressional com- 
I mltteo at Muskogee, Okla., that Sher- 
man was tho man "higher up" In tho 
so-called McMurray Indian contracts 
bribery matter. 



Now York.— Indications point to tho 
bottom having fallen out of the auto- 
mobile business. Tho manufacturers, 
it is reportod In trade circles, are 
making strenuous efforts to keep up 
a show of continued prosperity, but 
It is also Bald t^at they are not sell- 
ing their product, but are storing ma- 
chines throughout the country at their 
various agencies to prevent tho pub- 
Mc realizing tho true conditions of 
the market. 

Several largo concerns are laying 
off men and giving all sorts of rea- 
sons for so doing except the state- 
ment that they are overstocked. Two 
or three of tho largest factories re- 
cently closed entirely, ostensibly for 
the purpose of taking inventory, but 
tho workmen wero not given any def- 
inite timo at which to again report for 
work, and it is not expected that 
these factories will again be In oper- 
ation this year. 

A well-known automobile agent of 
this city said yesterday that all cars 
would undoubtedly be selling at from 
25 per cent to 50 per cent less than 
present list prices within the next 
two or three months. He added: * 

"Tho trouble with the automobile 
business Is that the farmers and peo- 
plo of tho smaller cities and towns 
havo not taken as kindly to tho Idea 
as was anticipated. The farmers find 
that tho coat of keeping them In re- 
pair and operation Is more than the 
cost of keeping horses to perform tho 
samo work, and 'while there was, for 
a time, a tendency among tho farmers 
to Invest in the machines, the demand 
for cars from this class of buyers has 
practically stopped, and I venture to 
say wo will not again sell to tho farm- 
ers to any extent until prices are ma- 
terially reduced." 



k McAlester, Okla. — At Monday's hear- 
ing here before the congressional com- 
mittee to inquire into tho J. F. Mc- 
Murray contracts .with the Choctaw 
and Chickasaw 'Indians and the 
charges of attemptod bribery made by 
Senator Gore, the feature was the tes- 
timony of D. -£^ McCurtadn, son of 
Governor McCurtain, when fie was re- 
called. 

He testified that he had an agree- 
ment with the firm of Mansfield, Mc- 
Murray and Cornish that he was to 
have one-fourth of the fees they re- 
ceived and that the share thereof 
coming to him was $187,500. 

McCurtain said this occurred two 
years before McMurray offered him 
$25,000 to not oppose the approval of 
the contracts. 

W. T. Hollman, a Choctaw Indian, 
testified he had been employed by J. 
F. McMurray, holder of the contracts, 
to go out among the Oklahoma In- 
dians . and induce them to sign the 
documents. At the same time, "Holl- 
man related, he was paid "a dollar a 
bead" for securing contracts appoint- 
ing McMurray to act in tax cases. In 
this way McMurray procured 10,000 
contracts to sell land. 

"I would have given 25 per cent to 
McMurray," said Hollman, "if he could 
bnvo gotten us the money quickly. 
He said ho believed some of the In- 
dians would be willing to give McMur- 
ray 75 per cent." 

In a statement to tho committee 
md without going on the stand, Mc- 
Murray declared that the contracts 
2ame to him origlnnlly against his de- 
sires. He said the Indians at a "war 
jouncil" had demonstrated their im- 
patience at the government's alleged 
slowness In the Belling of the laud and 
had called upon him to take the Job 
it ten per cent., which he did with re- 
uctauce. 

Questioned further, Hollman test!- 
3cd It was the belief of the Indians 
:hat their property was worth from 
$30,000,000 to $40,000,000, and the un- 
lerstamlirrg was McMurray was to get 
;eu per cent of this. 

"Is it the belief \of the Indians that 
VIcMurray had some power at Wash- 
ington by which he would be able to 
set more quickly that If you left It 
•o -the- government?" asked Repre- 
fentative E. W. Saunders of Virginia. 
"Wo didn't know how ho was going 
:o do It, but he thought he know how." 
"Did you think McMurray was a ma- 
gician?" 
"We thought ho know how to do it."

The corporation-tax revenue was

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N THESE} days, when the reforest- 
ing of" the waste lands of , our 
: country Is becoming a question of 
Buch national Importance, the 
study of the relative value of dif- 
ferent species of trees Is naturally 
very essential. 

Scientific parties are scouring 
the earth in. search for now 
- plants, fruits and vegetables to 
add to our' enjoyment and happiness. A good 
degree^of success, has already attended their ef- 
forts, and doubtless much more will yet bo ac- 
complished by them. 

Owing to the rapidly Increased price of 
timber and -lumber, the matter of forest-grow- 
ling is of vital interest to the great corpora- 
tions like the railroads, manufacturing and 
;building companies, -that must have, for their 
•very existence, vast quantities of timber and 
ilumber. The timber required by tho railroads 
jfor the one item of railroad ties*tnot taking 
Into consideration the quantity used* In tho con- 
struction of cars and buildings, consumes the 
output of many hundreds of thousands of acres 
of timber lands every year. 

While undoubtedly the valuable trees in- 
digenous to America will be most largely re- 
iplanted^and utilized, many others that are not 
[natives of this continent, when found by ex- 
jperiment to be easily grown and of value,. will 
'also be imported and largely cultivated. 

In the case of the eucalyptus this has already 
ifceen done, and so extensively I3 the tree now 
grown in California,' and so many and valued 
are its uses, that it will be news to multitudes 
to hear that there. still live many who remem- 
ber when it was first brought Into that state 
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•by tho late Bishop Taylor from distant Aua- 
'India, its original home. 

It was a surprise, as well as a revelation, to 
•find on our recent visit to Australia that In 
that far-away land, under the Southern Cross, 
•were growing trees that towered iu the air 150 
[feet higher than tho great Sequoia, the famous 
red wood of our American west; and yet such 
Is the fact, as somo specimens of the Eucalyp- 
tus amygdalina reach to tho great height of 
480 feet Specimens abound that- arc from 120 
to 200 feet in circumference. They are prac- 
tically of no use for commercial purposes, as 
jtho expense of cutting down such enormous 
'trees and then getting their logs split up into 
Iplecos that can bo handled Is so great that 
-these monsters are passed by tho thrifty lum- 
bermen for the smaller ones that are more 
'easily handled. 

Tho Eucalyptus amygdalina Is the tallest, if 
not perhaps the largest, tree that grows. Speci- 
mens over 400 feet high are frequently found, 
whllo seme have" been measured towering up 
;to 470 and 480 foot. The timber of these great 
specimens Is easily worked, and, as it. does not 
■ararp readily, is much used in carpentry. 

The eucalyptus tree is a genus of trees and 
■hrubs of tho natural order of Myrtacea, em- 
bracing about 1G0 species. All but four of 
them are natives of Australia and Tasmania 
only. Tho eucalyptus tree3 are so abundant 
In many par-ts of Australia that over vast areas 
they are practically the only trees visible. Tho 
fact that tho fully developed trees are desti- 
tute of symmetry and beauty' robs the great 
Australian wooded regions of that attractive- 
noss and charm which gives* such pleasure and 
dollght to the primeval forests of America. 

One striking characteristic of several varie- 
ties of tho eucalyptus is that, while they never 
seem to shed their leaves, they cast or slough 
off their bark in long strips every year. Tho 
loaves, which have a leathery appearance, con- 
tain a considerable quantity of volatile oil. Tho 
tincture or oil extracted from them has a bit- 
:tcr aromatic taste and. is*. extensively used as 
a remedy for various diseases. 

On the young. shoots of many species tho 
(leaves In pairs aro opposite to each other, as 
'they appear on ordinary plants, while on tho 
older branches the leaves ore arranged alter- 
nately and grow in such a way that they pre- 
fsont their edges to the sum This seems to bo 
nature's provision to protect them from tho 



intense heat of the tropical sun of those lands 
where they most flourish, 
♦u T £° Eucal yP tu s globulus, generally called 
the blue gum, from its bluish-green leaves, is 
the variety most successfully grown in Callfor- 
nit. It has also been introduced and flourishes 
in India, Natal, Egypt, Algeria, and In various 
parts of southern Europe and iu some other 
warm countries, it cannot stand the frost, and 
so must be classed among tropical trees. Per- 
baps only In the state" of Florida and Calffor- 
nla can we expect to see it in perfection in 
this country; yet although its introduction into 
California has been of but recent date, already 
ita value to that state has been very consider- 
able. 

Some of the species of eucalyptus are much 
more valuable than others. Thoro is also a 
great diversity both in their appearance and 
worth. One of the most valuable is the Euca- 
lyptus marginata, popularly called tho Jarrah 
wood. It grows to a great size and its tim- 
ber is so hard that it is found to bo especial- 
y valuable in the construction of wharves, as 
t resists tho attack of the ship worms and 
borers that are so destructive to ordinary wood. 
Because of this quality it also enters largely 
into the construction of ships and is ultlllzed 
In other marine uses. 

Some varieties of tho eucalyptus yield a 
kind of astringent gum or resin called Vino, 
while from others a species of manna— a hard 
little, sweet substance-is obtained in consid- 
orable quantities. As an antidote against ma- 
Marie and as being valuable in warding off or 
dissipating malaria in regions where malaria 
abounds, the eucalyptus has obtained a con- 
Eiderablo reputation. Expert opinions seem to 
bo divided as to tho way in which Its benefl- 
cent results come about. Somo think it is thy 
result of the volatile oils which theso trees ' 
give off through their leaves, acting as a neu- 
tralizlng and even destructive power against 
•tho malarial matter in tho atmosphere; others 
maintain that Its benoflcont results aro caused 
by the fact of tho trees being such iapld grow- 
ers, and the great quantity of. water thoy thus 
absorb and then give off purifies tho atmo- 
sphere. Whatever may. bo. tho cause, tho fact 
Is evident that thefr presence In' goodly num- 
bers, planted in malarial regions, has produced 
most beneficent results. 

The Roman Campagna especially has been 
greatly benefited, so much so that- largo por- 
tions onco considered almost fatal to human 



lire, and shunned and feared, are now the 
abodes of numbers of people who find, since 
tho introduction of tho eucalyptus trees, but 
little traces of the dreaded malaria that for 
ages once caused those regions to bo so 
shunned and deserted. 

In tho low malarial regions around the Capo 
of Good Hope and in some similar unhealthful 
regions around Algiers and elsewhere, the 
same beniflcejHj-esjiltsJmjvo followed the intro- 
duction of the eucalyptus trees. 

As yet no variety has been discovered that 
is able to withstand oven a moderate frost, but 
tho fact that millions of these trees can bo 
raised so easily and quickly In California and 
Florida and perhaps in the warm places on tho 
Gulf of Mexico, and that its timber can be bo 
widely utilized, Is a matter for congratulation 
to all who are Interested In the conservation of 
our forests and also in the Introduction of new 
varieties of trees that will add to the timber 
wealth of the country. 1 - . 

la general, eucalyptus may bo successfully 
planted in the sections of tho United States 
suitable for tho culture of citrus fruits. They 
are grown in nearly all the agricultural sec- 
tions of California, along tho coast of southern 
Oregon, and to a limited extent in Arizona. 
Now Mexico and western Texas. Several spe- 
cies have also been planted in Florida and 
along v tho Gulf coast. Here, however, occa- 
sional frosts have killed or severely damaged 
the trees, and for this reason planting has 
been discouraged. 

The blue gum (Eucalyptus globulus) has a 
phenomenally rapid rate of growth. Seedlings 
stands will average a height growth of GO feet 
in G years and 100 foot in 10 years. Under 
very favorable conditions Individual trees have 
reached a height of 125 feet and a diameter of 
3G inches in 9 years. In sprout stands growth 
Is even more rapid; trees frequently reach 3 
inches in diameter and 35 foot In height in 8 
months, while In 3 years a diameter of 7 Inches 
and a height of 70 feet aro often attained. In 
California, under favorable conditions, trees 
havo attained a height of 175 feet and a di- 
ameter of 5 feet in 25 years. Although some- 
times irregular in form, tho tree tends to do- 
yolop a straight, gradually tapering, unforked 
stem. In plantations tho trunks become rap- 
idly cleared of branches to a considerable 
height, but in tho open, trees branch more 
widely and gradually develop a short crown 
of massive, spreading branches. 

Blue gum Is' practicnlly immune from dlo- 
ease. Where trees aro reproduced by sprouts, 
tho old stumps frequently decay slowly at tho 
heart, whllo tho sprouts remained unaffected. 
Growing trees are not nttacked by insect ene- 
mies, but felled timber lying uhbarked upon 
tho ground is Bubject to injury by a wood-mi- 
ning insect. 

Blue^gum rarely suffers any breakage of tho 
limbs by winds, and the spreading root sys- 
tem renders the trees very wind-firm. 



Fire is the greatest source of Injury to eti 
cnlyptus plantations. Both the natural charac- 
teristics of the trees and tho conditions within 
planted groves render them peculiarly suscep- 
tible to fire Injury. The largo quantity of lit- 
ter— dry leaves, branches and shredded bark— 
which accumulates beneath a stand Is extreme- 
ly inllammablo. The bark or eucalyptus Is so 
thin that tho trees aro injured even by light 
surface fires. 

The wood of blue gum is very heavy, hard, 
strong and tough, but is not durable In contact 
with the soil. It Is close-grained,* and is sprit 
with difficulty after It has dried. It 1b less ola* 
tic than hickory, but It has been demonstrated 
by mechanical tests that seasoned bluo gum 
timber is a little inferior In strength and stiff- 
noss to the best second-growth hickory. In ap- 
pearance it closely resembles tho wood of hick- 
ory and ash. 

Blue-gum timber Is utilized for a groat vari- 
ety of purposes in California. The "Wood is ex- 
cellent for fuel, and in tho treeless valleys has 
been tho chief fuel supply for many years. 'In 
southern California tho steady demand renders 
commercial planting for fuel very profitable. 
Eucalyptus timber has been extensively used in 
California for wharf piling. Blue-gum piles aro 
In use in nearly every port on the California 
coast, and extended trial has shown that they 
resist tho attacks of marine borers -which de- 
stroy timber In ses. water longer thnn olher 
species commonly used for idling. Wue-gum 
limber has also been used to some tvrtcnt for 
fence posts and tolephono poles. "The wood Is 
not suitable for this purpose, however, on ac- 
count of its short life In the ground. Seasoned 
posts last a little longer than green posts, and 
timber cut from tho heart is more durable than 
sapwood. 

Blue-gum timber has been used to a limited 
extent to determine Its value for roVJroad ties. 
Tho results thus far obtained indicate that it 
compares favorably with sccond-ert-^D plnc-tie 
timber. 

The Jumber has been extensively used for ve- 
hicle stock and for wooden parts of agricultural 
implements. It is also made into Insulator pins 
for electric wiring, and is used for furniture 
and cabinet work, hardwood flooring, trip-ham. 
mer beams, tho levers of windlasses, and the 
blocking for oil and wine presses, wood paving 
pulley blocks and belt wheels.

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Secretary Wilson Now the Bug 
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WASHINGTON.— Added to h!a al- 
ready manifold duties, James 
AYHson, the secretary of agriculture, 
is now. made by congress the chief bug 
•Inspector of the United States, it 
came about with the passage of a 
law Identical with the pure food and 
drug act, but covering all insecticides 
and fungicides. Tho enforcement of 
itho law, asin the pure food law, 1b 
.vested in a commission consisting of 
the secretary of the treasury, the sec- 
retary of commerce and labor and the 
.secretary of agriculture. But the two 
icabinet officers first named are sort of 
commissioners emeritus. The real 
,work comes down to tho secretary of 
agriculture. 

The bug commission has appointed 
the legal officers of the three depart- 
ments", R. E. Cabell, commissioner of 
internnl revenue; Charles Early, so- 
licitor of the department of com- 
merce and labor, and George P. Mc- 
Cabe, solicitor of the department of 
agriculture, as a subcommittee to 
look after the legal enforcement of the 
law. This subcommittee is up against 
a hard problem already. The law de- 
fines an Insecticide as a compound for 
"repelling, destroying, mitigating or 



an 

preventing" any. Insect The law of- 
ficers, after duo consultation, admit- 
ted that while they understood how an 
Insect might be repelled or destroyed, 
they did not see how thoy could pre- 
vent an insect or mitigate him. 

The law is specific In declaring 
against misbranding Insecticides. If a 
well-meaning citizen of the United 
States puts up a compound that ho 
says will rid a house of, say, bugs, 
within a specified length of time, 
there seems no way' to determine 
whether tho compound is misbrand- 
ed, unless tho secretary of agriculture 
goes to the premises and holds a 
stop-watch on the roaches, to see 
whether they mitigate or vacate with- 
in the time limit. 

The biological survey has Issued an. 
Informal statement already, saying that 
the law is remiss in that I£ does not 
Include rats among the insects to 
be prevented. An effort Is being made 
to see whether the Jaw officers are 
willing to consider rats as insects. 

Dr. Henshaw of tho biological sur- 
vey and Prof. Crittenden of tho bu- 
reau of entomology are going to call 
to their aid the. legal advice of Judge 
Pugh of the police court Judge Pugh, 
while assistant district attorney some 
years ago, established a reputation in 
the police court by arguing that,"le« 
gaily, a lop-eared rabbit was a chicken 
within the meaning of the act. If any- 
body can prove a sower rat to bo a 
centipede Judge Pugh is tho man, it 
Is believed. 



How Old Mother Earth Hides Her Age 




OLD MOTHER EARTH, like femin- 
Inlty through all time, but with 
her far greater success than most of 
her sex, has defied man to learn her 
age. Scientists still admit their de- 
feat. Their latest estimate credits 
her with "not above 70,000,000 years, 
or below 65,000,000 years." This esti- 
mate, given official sanction through 
publication by the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution in Washington, Is the result of 
studies by Frank Wigglesworth 
Clarke and George F. Becker of the 
United States geological survey, who 
have followed the subject with consid- 
erable interest. 

Prof. Clarke, In a paper entitled "A 
Preliminary Study of Chemical De- 
nudation," presents a review of all the 
available data not only for the United 
States, but'for the world of the propo- 
sition from a chemical point of view, 
^ir. Becker, on tho other hand, dis- 
cusses the question In a paper on "The 



Age of the Earth" from a more philo- 
sophical point of view. 

Tho age of the earth always haa 
been a subject for discussion among 
men of science and largely without 
any definite agreement among the 
representatives of i tho different 
branches of studies on account of the 
different points of attack. ■ 

Briefly, the more recent discussions 
as to the earth's age have placed tho 
time as follows: 

Lord KelvJn, In 18G3, estimated tho 
earth's ago at 20,000,00.0 to J0,000,000 
and perhaps 98,000,000 years? 

Clarence King and Carl Barus, in 
183I1, placed the age at 24,000,000 
years. 

Lord Kelvin In 1S97 revised his fig- 
ures from 20,000,000 to 40,000,000 
years. 

De Lapparent, In 1890, said it was 
G7.000.000 to 90,000,000 years. 

Charles D. Walcott, secretary of tho 
Smithsonian institution, in i893, placed 
the maximum age at 70,000,000 years. 

J. Joly, InlS99, estimated tho ago 
of the ocean at 80,000,000 to 90,000,000 
years. 

W, J. Sollas, In 1900, placed the 
age of the ocean at 80,000,000 to 150,- 
U00,000 years. 



Vast Sum Which We Spend on Peanuts 




THE person who buys a .nickel's 
worth of peanuts to munch at tho 
ball game, to food the squirrels In tho 
park or to gladden tho hearts of chil- 
dren at homo, scarcely realizes that 
he has contributed *to an Industry that 
last year formed a million-dollar crop, 
and which placed on the market in 
various forms, reached the enormous 
sum of $30,000,000. But it Is a fact, 
according to Washington statisticians. 
This little seductltvo nut— a resolu- 
tion to "eat just one" is soon forgot- 
ten—whoso birthplace is 'America, 
was, until comparatively recently, un- 
appreciated either as to the "money 
in them" or as a really nutritious 
product Today the peanut plnyB an 
Important part In pleasure, from tho 
swell dinner party to the ever-present 
democracy of the circus, ball game or 
plcnlp. . After all, what Is a ball game, 
picnic or a circus without the peanut 
nccompaniment? 



By far the largest part of tho crop 
Is consumed from tho peanut stand, 
the little whistle sign of tho roaster 
being the signal for the averago 
youngster to suggest, to dad or ma 
that some of them would bo very ac- 
ceptable, and tho paternal or mater- 
nal parent's willingness — nlno times 
out of ten— to invest Yet there are 
millions, of bushels that go to tho 
fattening of hogs throughout tho 
south, tho feeding of poultry, while 
the vines, often cured as hay, feed 
thousands of head of cattle, and even 
old Mother Earth Is nourished by tho 
roots of tho plant, which furnishes 
nitrogen to It from tho air. 

Tho farming of peanuts during the 
past five years— not longer than this — 
has become an established Industry 
of this country. At present about five- 
sixths of the crop cornea from Vir- 
ginia and most of tho balance from 
Tennessee, Georgia, West Virginia 
and the Cnrollnas, although most of 
the southern states contribute some. 
As the peanut industry .has Increased 
so has the use of all nuts grown 
mightily as an article of food during 
the last decade, and tho entire fam- 
ily now forms a most important part 
of the diet of tho physical culturist 
and vegetarian.

THE army Is on the anxious seat 
With a new boss on tho job it is 
expected Major Gen. Leonard Wood, 
chief of staff, will make things hum 
until his own ideas are put into oper- 
ation. - Althpugh; ho, was ;2ppoInted to 
uucceod Major don. Franklin J.- Boll 
last October, slnco that timo ho has 
l)een] on a trip to Argentine to repr 
Teseut tho United" StatSs at tho cen- 
tennial celebrntion, and has only lato- 
ly returned to Washington. 

In tho meantime many Important 
questions have been piling up await- 
ing his decision. Just what effect tho 
personality of tho now chief of, staff 
will have on the army is a matter of 
umich moment to tho officers who 
know something of his strenuouB ca- 



reer. It is expected ho will under- 
take most actively a number of re- 
forms, which might not meet with tho 
approval of the army at largo. 

One of tho questions which will bo 
taken up by General Wood is tho 
physical test of offlcers. Slnco Presi- 
dent Rdosevelt Inaugurated thlB sys- 
tem, many offlcers have been hoping 
that It would be modified. General 
Wood Is one of tho foremost of phys- 
ical culture enthusiasts. 

Instead of being made milder, It Is 
not unlikely that tho ( tests will be 
made harder than over. Tho detail 
of troops to tho Philippines Is an- 
other matter that will be disposed -of 
by General Wood very booh. Ho haa 
also a number -of ideas regarding co- 
operation between tho regular army 
and the militia which he will prob- 
ably attempt to put Into practise. 

General Carter, who has boon aot : 
Ing chief of staff, will tako his placo 
as assistant [ chief. General Bliss, 
whom ho succeeds', will go to San 
Francisco to relievo General Barry, 
who takes command, of West Point. 



WORK HORSES SHOULD 

RECEIVE GOOD TREATMENT 

Keep Them in Condition By Feeding Grain., ' Work Early 

in Morning and Late at Night, With 

Long Ztest at Noon. 




When the Day's Work Is Ended. 



Work- horses should bo grain' fed; 
a horse cannot work and keep In con-' 
dltlon on grass alone. An averago 
sized horse at hard work will require 
about 16 pounds of good mixed hay, 10 
pounds of cracked corn and oats and 
4 pounds of wheat bran per day. A 
bushel of fine-cut bay weighs about 
8 pounds, and corn chops about 45 
pounds to tho bushel. One-half peck 
of corn chops and ono quart of wheat 
bran, mixed with ono bushel of cut 
hay, v adding Just enough water to 
make tho meal stick to tho hay, hakes 
a good meal for tho horse. Give this 
ration three times a day, with a little 
long hay at night. If you have a pas- 
ture close to tho stables, turn tho ani- 
mal out at ; nlght, after the mixed feed 
Is eaten. 

Work early In the morning and late 
In tho evening and give a long rest 
during the hottest part of the day. 
This Is best for man and horse. Rest 
and water tho teams between meals. 
Water that has been exposed to the 
sun for an hour or two Is better for 
tho horse than cold well water. Mix 
ono quart of wheat bran In each buck-

How to Make Lands. 

Yield More. 



All progressive agriculturists are 
deeply interested in the question of 
how to increase the yield per acre in 
tho cultivated sections of the United 
States. 

* it Is well known that tho European 
grows larger crops per acre than nro 
grown in this country, and, as the 
prlco of farm land is Increasing and 
there Is a.domand for larger crops 
each year, it is nocessary to study 
and learn how tho output of tho soil 
can be mado to meet tho increased 
demand for all farm products. 

Tho average yield of wheat per acre 
for 1909 was: England, 34.4; France, 
22; Belgium, 39.2; Germany, 30.1; 
United States, 15.7. 

"Von Seelhorst," Royal Agricultural 
Experiment Station, Gottlngen, ' Ger- 
many, says: 

"I believe that tho principal In- 
crease of the harvest Is to be attribu- 
ted In part to tho application of ar- 
tificial fertilizers themselves and in 
part to their combination with green 
manures. Through the application of 
tho two tho yield upon tho average 
has been doubled on our common light 
boIIs. In some cases tho yield has 
even been Increased two and one-half 
to threefold. 

"Tho greatly Increased yields which 
wo nro now producing In Germany, 
especially of wheat, are dependent 
upon Improved seed, larger and more 
intelligent ubo of fertilizers,- especially 
of artificial fertilizers, better crop ro- 
tation and more thorough tillage. Of 
these factors, however, the use of fer- 



et of water. Let the horse rest and 
cool off before watering.. One gallon 
may be given to each one at one time. 
Have fly nets — a guano sack cut open 
may bo used In place of a leather net 
to keep off files. Have strong but 
light harness. Keep the collars clean, 
wash the shoulders off with cold wa- 
ter when brought in, and rub. dry. For 
chafed shoulders dust with powdered 
air-slacked lime or dress with crude 
petroleum. Keep the stables clean. 
Open windows and doors for the air 
to circulate. This Is necessary for the 
health of tho horse. Be careful with 
the teams when labor Is heavy and 
the day hot If a horse commences 
to flag and show signs of exhaustion, 
he should be rested at once, removed 
to a shady spot, his mouth and nose 
sponged with cold water, and allowed 
to rest for ah hour or so. Many a val- 
uable animal Is permanently Injured 
through pure carelessness on the part 
of tho driven In harvesting, have the 
work well planned out; let each man 
have his part to do. Keep steady at 
It, with no rushing. More can bo done 
and that without Injury to either man 
or horse. 

tlllzers takes first rank very decidedly 
In Increasing the crop yields." 

"I can only say that the largest pro- 
portion of the Increase of different 
crops in the Netherlands I would at- 
tribute to the proper use of commer- 
cial fertilizers and to the use of im- 
proved varieties of seed, the other 
factors, rotation and proper tillage, 
coming In the second place." — The Di- 
rector General of Agriculture, The 
HaguCj Holland. 

President Creelman, Ontario Agrl* 
cultural College, says: 

"Italy has been practising the art 
of agriculture since the early days of 
old civilization, hundreds of years be- 
fore the Christian era began, and agri- 
culture is still the most important In- 
dustry in Italy, as 85 per cent, of the 
soil Is productive. 

"In this connection, the published 
statistics showing the amount of com- 
mercial plant food materials used In 
Italy are significant. With a total 
area of loss than 115,000 square miles 
(about twice tho area of Illinois), 
Italy used 1,147,700 tona of commer- 
cial fertilizers in, 1907." 

"The great factor has been the In- 
troduction of fertilizers and pur- 
chased feeding stuffs. As soon as you 
can Introduce on a farm some ex- 
traneous source of fertility you can 
raise the standard of production." — A. 
D. Hall, Rothamsted Experiment Sta- 
tion, Harpenden, England. 



Saddle Grafting. 
Saddle grafting. Is used for small 
plants, tho stock being cut to a ^edge 
and the scions cut* and sot upon tho 
wedge. In splice grafting of the sim- 
plest form tho two parts are cut 
across diagonally and laid together, 
being tied together with a string and 
waxed. It Is useful for soft or tender 
wood which will not admit of split- 
ting.

The accompanying Illustration shows 
the elevation and floor plan of one of 
the barns on tho farm of the Wiscon- 
sin agricultural college .at Madison. It 
was designed for a general purposo' 
barn end as will bo seen it is 7o:y 
conveniently Arranged. It .might bo 
said that there is too much room 
taken up by tho driveways, but they 
make tho intorlor accessible to 
wagons and manure Bpreadeirs and 
prove most, convenient. Very desir- 
able features are the five room box- 
stalls, feed arid harness rooms and In- 
terior water trough. 

In stormy weather the stock can.be 
easily and comfortably cared for in 



such a barn. Windows are plenty and 
of sufficient size to permit a free en- 
trance of sunlight The wnlls are high 
and allow, a large place on tho second 
floor for tho .storage of • hay, foddor 
nnd grain. 

Altogether, this plan is an ndmirHhlr 
one for the general farmer.
